Mr.  Chairman,  Miss  Tilson,  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  district  I have  the  honour  to  preset, 
my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1953.  i 

The  vital  statistics  for  1953  are  set  out  herein,  and  they  may  be  said  j 
represent  a satisfactory  trend  in  so  far  as  the  general  health  of  the  populating! 
is  concerned.  However,  it  should  be  realised  that  annual  statistics  are  liable  j 
considerable  variation  from  year  to  year,  as  a small  increase  or  decrease  i 
numbers  can  cause  material  fluctuation  in  calculated  yearly  rates  in  a distrf 
such  as  this;  therefore,  average  rates  taken  over  a period  are  considered  to 
of  greater  significance. 

For  the  eighth  year  in  succession,  our  infantile  mortality  rate  is  considerah 
below  the  national  figure,  and  the  average  for  the  five-year  period  1949-531 
21.1,  compared  with  the  average  rate  of  29-1  for  England  and  Wales  during  t ; 
same  period.  This  satisfying  figure  appears  to  indicate  that  a high  standard  3 
child  care  is  being  maintained  in  the  district.  Similarly,  our  still  birth  raJ 
continues  to  compare  most  favourably,  which  may  be  an  indication  that  expeJ 
tant  mothers  in  this  district  seek  and  obtain  the  necessary  frequent  and  skilWJ 
supervision  of  their  pregnancy  and  childbirth.  I 

A town  with  an  older  age  structure  of  population  naturally  leads  to 
production  of  a high  death  rate  and  a low  birth  rate,  and  such  is  the  case  wiij 
Clacton,  but  by  making  statistical  adjustments  for  inequality  in  age  groups,, | 
is  found  that  the  death  rates  for  the  district  are  considerably  lower  than  til 
national  figure,  which  is  added  proof  that  the  inhabitants  of  this  town  have: 
better  than  average  chance  of  reaching  a ripe  old  age. 

Diseases  such  as  Cholera,  Typhoid  Fever,  Dysentery,  and  Gastro-Enterit;.; 
still  prevalent  in  many  parts  of  the  world,  have  been  either  banished  entirely,  i 
almost  so,  by  the  adoption  of  modern  methods  of  sanitation,  and  the  provisiil 
of  pure  water  and  milk  supplies.  Such  a step  forward  was  not  readily  achieved' 
and  there  was  opposition  all  along  to  the  measures  that  were  put  forward 
bring  about  this  happy  event.  The  diseases  mentioned  were  caused  mainly  1 
the  contamination  of  milk  and  water  supplies  by  excreta  from  persons  wl** 
harboured  the  germs  of  these  diseases  in  their  bodies.  The  contamination 
food  is,  to-day,  in  a similar  way,  responsible  for  a great  number  of  the  cases  ; 
Food  Poisoning  that  occur  annually,  and  is  strongly  suspected  of  causing  i ' 
appreciable  number  of  the  many  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  that  occur  each  yea 
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r signs  as  yet  of  easing  off.  Catering  establishments  and  local  authorities  have 
5 great  responsibilities  in  this  respect,  and  co-operation  between  them  is  essential 
fif  these  diseases  are  to  be  kept  in  control. 

The  occurrence  of  even  a single  case  of  suspected  Food  Poisoning  at  a 
t«guest  house,  hotel,  camp,  etc.,  should  at  once  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the 

I District  Medical  Officer  of  Health  by  the  management,  so  that  he  may  be 
enabled  to  investigate  promptly  the  cases  that  occur,  the  suspected  food,  and 
the  food  handlers  concerned.  Frequently  it  is  found  that  suspected  cases'have 
been  occurring  over  a long  period  without  any  attempt  being  made  by  the 
proprietor  to  invoke  the  help  of  my  Department  in  ascertaining  the  cause  of  the 
outbreak,  and  thereby  stamping  it  out.  The  occurrence  of  cases  in  any  estab- 
lishment is  bad  publicity  for  that  particular  place,  and  if  cases  occur  in  many 
i establishments,  bad  publicity  accrues  to  the  town  as  a whole.

^ There  is  growing  awareness  amongst  the  public  of  the  risks  of  consuming 
[contaminated  food,  and  many  persons  for  this  very  reason  tend  to  avoid  having 
I a meal  in  a strange  cafe  or  hotel.  Too  many  of  the  catering  establishments  in 
} this  town  are  too  cramped  for  space  to  permit  the  preparation  of  food  under 
I the  best  hygienic  conditions.  The  surfaces  of  the  walls,  floors  and  ceilings,  and 
Hmmobility  of  the  equipment  makes  it  impossible,  in  many  cases,  to  keep  the 
t premises  where  the  food  is  prepared  in  a reasonable  state  of  cleanliness,  and 
I working  conditions  for  the  staff  are  frequently  not  good,  but  it  must  be  remem- 
I bered  that  food  can  be  readily  contaminated  with  pus  or  faeces  by  the  careless, 
I ignorant,  or  neglectful  member  of  the  staff  who  does  not  practise  scrupulous 
i personal  hygiene.  Hands  should  have  a thorough  cleansing  with  hot  water, 
I soap  and  a nail  brush  for  a period  of  at  least  one  minute  after  use  of  the  toilet, 
‘ and  to  ensure  that  this  is  carried  out,  it  may  be  best  to  have  a wash  basin  in  a 
position  where,  like  British  justice,  not  only  must  it  be  done,  but  must  be  seen 
to  be  done. 

' About  half  the  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  that  occur  are  caused  by  the 
I contamination  of  food  by  germs  from  the  pus  of  septic  skin  conditions,  such 
as  whitlows,  cuts,  boils,  running  ears,  etc.  It  is  surprising  how  frequently  we 
see  persons  suffering  from  serious  septic  skin  conditions  engaged  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  food.  Managements  should  be  alert  to  this  danger,  and  persons  so 
suffering  should  not  be  engaged  in  the  handling  or  preparation  of  food. 
Family  doctors,  or  myself,  will  be  glad  to  advise  where  doubts  exist  as  to  the 
suitability  or  otherwise  of  persons  in  this  respect. 

The  dangers  from  contaminated  food  increase  in  proportion  to  the  interval 
of  time  between  contamination  and  consumption,  so  an  obvious  preventive 
measure  is  to  keep  the  interval  between  preparation  and  consumption  as  short 
as  possible.  Adequate  refrigeration  will  discourage  the  multiplication  of  disease- 
bearing  germs  on  food,  and  so  minimise  the  dose  of  such  germs  to  a consumer. 
The  body  may  be  able  to  attack  and  destroy  a small  dose,  but  its  defences  may 
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be  overwhelmed  by  a massive  dose,  permitting  symptoms  of  disease  to  appear.. 
The  very  young  and  the  elderly  have  the  least  resistance  to  these  infections  andl 
are  usually  the  first  to  succumb. 

The  provision  of  sewers  during  the  year  in  the  Burrsville  Area  has  led  toi 
the  abolition  of  much  of  the  unsatisfactory  sanitary  conditions  that  existed; 
here  previously,  and  are  much  appreciated  both  irom  the  amenity  and  Public.- 
Health  viewpoints. 

Further  consideration  has  been  given  by  the  Council  to  the  proposal  toj 
provide  a waterborne  sewerage  system  for  Jaywick,  a dense  and  highly  populatedj 
holiday  resort  where  exists  the  most  deplorable  sanitary  conditions  to  be  seem 
anywhere. 

Sanitary  arrangements  for  more  than  1,000  of  these  dwellings  consist  off 
pail  closets  only;  the  contents  of  which  must  be  carted  away  by  the  owners” 
organisations. 

There  is  no  drainage  to  the  Estate  and  all  water  used  in  these  bungalows? 
for  purposes  such  as  preparation  of  food,  washing-up,  personal  washing,  andJ 
the  washing  of  clothes,  has  to  be  disposed  of  on  the  surface  of  the  ground. 

Food  shops  are  without  the  requisite  sanitary  and  washing  facilities  neces- 
sary for  the  hygienic  handling  of  food. 

I must  reiterate  that  in  the  interests  of  public  health,  a sewerage  system  fort 
Jaywick  is  urgently  required,  and  disregard  of  this  fact  might  indicate  the; 
inability  on  the  part  of  the  Council  to  recognise  the  seriousness  of  the  existing; 
sanitary  conditions. 

I strongly  recommend  to  the  Council  that  such  a system,  which  mayy 
preserve  the  public  health  by  preventing  many  cases  of  serious  disease,  should: 
be  commenced  without  delay. 

In  presenting  this  report,  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  support! 
accorded  me  through  the  year,  and  also  express  my  appreciation  for  the  help^ 
and  co-operation  received  from  the  Officers  and  the  Departments  of  the  Council. 

Public  health  work  to-day  is  a product  of  the  skills  of  many  trained  andi 
professional  persons  who  collaborate  their  various  duties  to  the  purpose  off 
reducing  the  incidence  of  disease  amongst  the  community,  and  I would  commend! 
to  you  attention  those  who  devote  themselves  to  this  good  work  in  the  Areaa 
of  your  Authority.

259  babies  were  born  during  the  year,  which  is  2 births  more  than  last 
year,  and  105  less  than  the  number  of  deaths. 

Our  birth  rate  at  10-8  is  low  compared  with  the  rate  of  15-5  for  the  Country 
generally.  This  low  rate  is  due  mainly  to  the  fact  that  there  is  a lesser  proportion 
of  women  of  child-bearing  age  in  our  community  than  is  the  case  for  the  Country 
as  a whole. 

The  recent  Census  Report  reveals  that  the  proportion  of  people  aged  65 
years  and  over  in  this  district  is  almost  double  the  average  figure  for  the  County 
of  Essex  as  a whole. 

For  purposes  of  comparison  with  other  areas  the  Registrar  General 
corrects  this  inequality  in  age  groups  by  issuing  a comparability  factor,  which 
for  this  district  is  1 -23.  Taking  this  figure  into  account  gives  what  is  known  as 
the  corrected  birth  rate.  This  rate  of  1 3-3  is  considerably  lower  than  the  national 
rate. 


(b)  Stm  Births 

There  was  1 still  birth  (1  illegitimate)  during  the  year;  equivalent  to  a rate 
of  0-04  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  0-35  for  the  country  generally, 
or  3-9  per  1,000  total  births. 

(c)  Deaths 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as  belonging  to  the 
Urban  District  was  364  (176  male  and  188  female).  This  is  equal  to  a death 
rate  of  15-2  per  1,000  population  compared  with  a rate  of  11-4  for  the  country 
generally. 

This  higli  rate  is  due  to  the  high  proportion  of  elderly  persons  in  this 
district,  but  by  correcting  this  inequality  in  age  groups  by  the  use  of  the  com- 
parability factor  of  0-66,  we  get  a corrected  death  rate  of  10-0  which  compares 
very  favourably  with  the  national  figure. 

Of  the  364  deaths,  the  number  over  the  age  of  65  years  totalled  283  giving 
a percentage  of  78-0. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  II. 
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(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate 

There  were  6 deaths  (5  legitimate,  1 illegitimate)  of  children  under  1 year 
of  age.  The  infant  mortality  based  upon  the  number  of  live  births  registered 
in  the  year,  i.e.,  259  is  equivalent  to  a rate  of  23-2  per  1,000  births  compared 
with  a rate  of  26-8  for  the  country.

Under  the  provisions  of  these  Acts,  the  Council,  through  its  Medical 
Officer,  is  empowered  to  seek  the  removal  of  necessitous  cases  to  a hospital 
or  institution. 

Two  persons  were  removed  to  hospital  during  the  year  under  these  Acts^ 
The  first  case  was  one  of  an  old  lady  aged  76  years  who  suffered  from  a serious: 
intracranial  vascular  lesion  and  also  incontinence.  Her  medical  condition  and 
home  circumstances  did  not  permit  of  her  receiving  adequate  attention  in  hen 
own  home. 

The  second  case  was  that  of  a man  aged  95  years  who  became  ill.  Thes 
nature  of  his  illness  was  such  that  his  wife,  also  over  90  years  of  age,  was  unablec 
to  look  after  him,  particularly  during  the  night.  There  were  no  relatives  available 
to  help.  The  illness  proved  serious,  and  the  old  man  died  in  hospital  after  a.: 
short  time  there. 

Arrangements  were  made,  informally,  for  the  admission  to  hospital  on 
institutions  of  a further  six  aged  persons  who  were  found  to  be  suffering  from', 
ill-health,  and  no  longer  able  to  cope  with  the  work  of  running  their  homes. 

In  other  cases.  Home  Helps  were  provided  to  help  the  old  people  and  in' 
a few  cases  relatives  were  found  who  were  willing  to  provide  accommodation 
and  the  necessary  care. 

The  Welfare  Department  of  the  County  Council  has  provided  new  Homes ' 
for  the  care  of  old  people  who  do  not  require  nursing.  1 

Many  old  people  are  now  happily  receiving  a high  standard  of  care  and! 
comfort  in  these  Homes.  More  Homes  of  a similar  nature  are  urgently  required.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supplies 

The  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company  supplies  approximately 
80  per  cent  of  the  town’s  water;  the  remainder  is  derived  from  the  Council’s 
own  shallow  wells  at  Great  Bentley  and  St.  Osyth,  which  operate  during  the 
summer  months  only.

Bacteriological  examinations  made  of  the  raw  water  before  it  passes  into 
the  distribution  mains  have  proved  satisfactory,  and  in  addition,  the  water 
supplied  from  the  various  sources  is  chlorinated  as  an  additional  precautionary 
measure. 

Chemical  examination  of  the  water  supplies  reveals,  in  the  case  of  that 
supplied  by  the  Tendring  Hundred  Waterworks  Company,  that  the  new  well 
at  Dedham  is  supplying  a water  which  is  much  reduced  in  hardness,  in  chlorine, 
and  carbon  dioxide,  as  compared  with  the  older  Lawford  well,  which  is  no 
longer  in  use  except  for  emergency  purposes.  The  advantage  of  this  water  over 
that  previously  supplied  would  be  felt  in  a reduction  of  deposits  of  scale  in 
domestic  and  industrial  water-heating  apparatus,  and  considerable  reduction 
in  its  capacity  to  react  chemically  with  the  water  mains.  Such  chemical  reaction 
leads  to  complaints  by  consumers  that  the  water  supplied  has,  on  occasions, 
been  discoloured. 

Unfavourable  features  of  the  water  from  the  Council’s  own  sources  are 
the  high  pH  value,  the  excessive  amount  of  free  carbon  dioxide,  and  to  a lesser 
extent,  the  presence  of  appreciable  amounts  of  nitrate  nitrogen.  Corrosive 
action  on  metals  would  be  anticipated  due  to  the  acid  reaction  and  it  would  be 
advisable  to  avoid  the  use  of  lead  plumbing  to  rule  out  the  possibility  of  plumbo 
solvent  action  which  might  lead  to  cases  of  lead  poisoning. 

10,298  premises  in  the  Urban  District  receive  a supply  of  piped  water. 
Approximately  20  properties,  excluding  Jaywick,  are  supplied  by  means  of 
standpipes.

The  sewers  in  Burrsville  Park  were  constructed  by  direct  labour  under  the 
Private  Street  Works  Act. 


The  Castle  Hill  sewer  is  being  carried  out  under  Contract. 


Sanitary  conditions  in  the  Burrsville  Park  area  have  been  greatly  improved 
by  the  abolition  of  cesspools  and  provision  of  drains  connecting  to  the  new 
sewerage  system.  The  serious  nuisances  which  arose  from  the  frequent  pumping 
of  cesspool  contents  on  to  garden  soil  of  a type  which  allowed  very  little  per- 
colation are  avoided.  The  majority  of  the  house  owners  have  welcomed  the 
opportunity  to  connect  their  drains  to  the  sewer.  New  drainage  systems  were 
laid  to  the  sewer  at  129  houses  and  the  work  is  still  proceeding. 

The  owners  of  the  properties  who  can  connect  to  the  Castle  Hill  sewer 
extension  have  been  contacted  and  all  have  intimated  their  willingness  to  have 
the  necessary  drainage  work  carried  out.

Bathing  Pools 

There  are  two  open  air  Bathing  Pools  in  the  Urban  District;  one  on  Clacton  i 
Pier  and  the  other  at  Messrs.  Butlin’s  Ltd.,  Holiday  Camp. 

Both  Pools  are  provided  with  apparatus  for  continuous  filtration,  aeration  i 
and  chlorination  of  the  water. 

Sea  water,  after  filtration,  chemical  treatment,  aeration  and  chlorination, 
is  used  at  the  Clacton  Pier  Pool,  and  mains  water  is  used  at  Messrs.  Butlin’s . 
Pool.  Both  Pools  are  provided  with  adequate  sanitary  accommodation  for  the 
sexes.  The  proprietors  of  Clacton  Pier  claim  that  their’s  is  the  only  open-air 
swimming  pool  in  the  world  to  be  built  on  piles  over  the  sea.  This  Pool  is . 
used  extensively  for  galas,  contests,  etc.,  and  is  provided  with  seating  accom- 
modation for  2,750  persons. 

16  samples  of  water  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination; 
only  1 was  unsatisfactory. 

16  Residual  Chlorine  Tests  were  carried  out  - all  satisfactory. 
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Caravans  and  Camping  Sites 

There  are  14  licensed  camping  grounds  in  the  district. 

In  addition,  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  6 individual  moveable 
dwellings. 

291  inspections  were  made  of  camping  sites  and  moveable  dwellings. 

With  only  a few  exceptions,  the  conditions  attaching  to  licences  were 
observed. 

Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  Camping  Site  Operators  in 
respect  of  2 contraventions  relating  to  distances  between  moveable  dwellings 
and  2 instances  of  keeping  more  moveable  dwellings  on  the  site  than  was 
permitted  by  the  licence.

The  incidence  of  the  common  Infectious  Diseases  was  low  during  the  year . The 
three  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  that  occurred  give  us  a rate  which  is  slightly  higher 
than  the  national  figure.  We  had  a large  number  of  cases  of  Food  Poisoning, 
a proportion  of  which  required  hospital  treatment.  Only  a very  small  proportion 
of  the  cases  that  occur  are  notified,  as  affected  persons  do  not  seek  medical 
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advice  unless  the  symptoms  are  severe.  We  rarely  receive  notification  of  singlt  1 1 
cases,  whereas,  if  all  suspected  cases  were  brought  to  our  notice  early,  a dimin'i  \ 
ution  in  the  prevalence  of  Food  Poisoning  might  be  brought  about. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation 

During  1953,  152  children  between  one  and  five  years  and  53  between: 
five  and  fifteen  years  received  the  full  course  of  inoculations  at  the  Clinic:- 
Skelmersdale  Road,  Clacton. 

3 1 1 children  received  a secondary  or  re-inforcing  injection. 

In  addition,  34  children  were  immunised  by  General  Practitioners,  andi 
1 2 received  a secondary  injection. 

Whooping  Cough 

An  intensive  immunisation  campaign  against  this  disease  was  begunrl 
during  the  second  half  of  the  year,  and  has  proved  very  popular  with  parents.; ,i 
The  injections  can  be  commenced  at  the  age  of  2 months,  3 injections  ared 
required  at  monthly  intervals.  We  may  expect  a reflection  of  this  preventativet ! 
work  in  lower  numbers  of  cases  in  future  years.

During  the  year,  13  new  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified.  In  8 of  these  c 
cases,  the  disease  was  sited  in  the  lungs.  Bones  and  joints  were  involved  i 

for  a further  4 cases;  the  -1  remaining  case  involved  superficial  glands. 

A recent  Ministry  of  Health  Memorandum  states  that  deaths  from  Tuber-  - 
culosis  have  been  falling  rapidly  during  the  last  5 years,  but  so  far,  this  improve-  - 
ment  has  not  been  accompanied  by  a comparable  reduction  in  the  number  of  f 
notifications. 

There  are  two  main  sources  of  this  infection,  namely  contact  with  ann 
active  case  of  respiratory  disease,  and  in  areas  where  milk  is  not  all  pasteurised,  ^ 
the  consumption  of  raw  milk  containing  live  tuberculous  bacilli.  From  thee 
point  of  view  of  the  community  at  large  the  infected  individual  should  ideally  v 
be  isolated  until  he  ceases  to  be  infective,  but  this  may  conflict  violently  withh 
the  patient’s  own  interests.  It  is  not  practicable  to  isolate  all  such  persons  in  a 
Institutions,  nor  would  it  be  justifiable  to  do  so  in  a large  proportion  of  thee 
persons  who  are  infective  at  any  one  time.  Nevertheless,  patients  sufFeringg 
from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  should  be  treated  under  conditions  which  n 
reduce  to  the  minimum,  the  risk  of  infecting  others. 

Action  to  eliminate  bovine  tuberculous  infection  is  proceeding,  but  iti 
would  appear  that  the  only  really  safe  milk  is  that  which  has  been  efficiently' 
pasteurised. 

It  is  essential  that  home  conditions  are  suitable  for  cases  that  require  c 
segregation  rather  than  treatment,  as  such  persons  should  occupy  a room  to  ’ 
themselves,  and  the  provision  of  a better  house  may  be  a necessity  in  any  scheme  .* 
for  the  prevention  of  Tuberculosis. 
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
